RUGBY CLUB HOLDS 
LIVELY MEETING 


Will Request Funds | unds to Send Team 
to Saskatoon 


On Tuesday evening last a meet- 
ing of the Rugby club was held in 
the common room of the Arts build- 
ing for the purpose of determining 
the activities of the senior team for 
the rest of the season. 


The president of rugby, Stewart 
Dawson, speaking on behalf of the 
Athletic Executive, proposed two al- 
ternative courses that the senior 
team might take. According to his 
proposition the latter might disband, 
the players reverting to their respec- 
tive inter-faculty, teams, or they 
might remain intact and at the same 
time endeavor to secure from the 


‘Union treasury funds sufficient to 


finance a trip to Saskatoon. How- 
ever, it had been understood that 
the purpose of this proposed trip 
was to keep the present team intact 
in order“to aid in the development 
of a squad next. year, so should the 
Rugby Club undertake to raise the 
requisite funds and fail, they would 
have to show their sincerity by play- 
ing regular | Saturday afternoon 
games with the second team until 
“the snow flies.’’: 


To these proposals the members 
of the Rugby Club did not take 
kindly, maintaining that their or- 
ganization was an autonomous one 
and had to accept rulings of the 
Executive. As an independent body 
they asserted that their status as 
inter-faculty” players should be de- 
cided by the latter’s executive, and 


that since the Students’ Union exer- 


cised supreme authority over the 
items of the budget, they would go 
to them directly for the requisite 
funds, To this Mr. Teskey, presi- 
dent of Athletics finally agreed. He 
explained, moreover, that though his 
committee felt that they could not 
lessen the grants to other athletic 
organizations in favor of Rugby, 
they would not hinder the Rugby 
club in their efforts to raise money. 
After this discussion centred upon 
the relations of inter-faculty to sen- 
ior rugby, and on the justice of the 
latter’s demands in view of the al- 
ready heavy expenditure on) their 
equipment. Though there was a 
feeling among some of the inter- 
faculty men that the use of both the 
equipment and of the grid had been 
too much in the interests of the sen- 
iors, the former readily agreed that 
had it not been for the work of the 
major organization much of. the 
equipment now used by the _ inter- 
faculty teams would not have been 
available. Indeed the . gathering 
showed an admirable feeling of con- 
cord between these two rugby organ- 
izations. Again when some of the 
seniors pointed out that in reality 
much of the money had actually 
bought equipment to be employed 
for the use of future university 
rugby teams, the amount really de- 
voted to the use of this year’s team 
seemed relatively small. 
, Following an hour’s warm discus- 
sion, the gathering took definite ac- 
tion as regards the questions under 
cosnideration, John Walker’s sug- 
gestion that matters concerning the 
inter-faculty league should be decid- 
ed on by the captains of teams in 
the latter, was approved, while Bob 
Mitchell’s motion, which proposed 
asking for funds from the Students’ 
Union at its meeting on Oct. 29, was 
carried. With this the meeting ad- 
journed.

Keen Debate on Budget 
Followed by Adverse Vote 


First Time in History that the Estimates of the Council Have Been 
Turned Down at a General Meeting

The second budget was passed in the 
afternoon session, after which the 
meeting discussed the _ initiation 
problem. A committee was also 
elected to negotiate with the rail- 
way companies for cheaper rates at 
Christmas. 
Pa Morning Session of Union 
President McAllister, on Monday, October 
29, at one of the largest meetings ever 
held by the Students’ Union, presented the 
annual budget for 1928-24. In marked 
,contrast to last year’s meeting, every item 
of expenditure was critically scrutinized, 
and a well informed and helpful discussion 
took’ place. 
" A draft of the budget similar to that 
which appeared in the last isstfe of The 
Gateway had been placed on a blackboard, 
and the treasurer of the Union, “Pip” 
Owen, went over each item, carefully ex- 
plaining each ‘one, concluding by moving 
the adoption of the budget as presented. 
Hugh Teskey, the president of the Men’s 
Athletic association, in seconding this mo- 
tion said that the members of the Council 
had drawn up the budget carefully and 
conscientiously, and had approached it with 
a desire to allot the money at their dis- 
posal in the best interests of all the stu- 
dents. The Council was handicapped by 
having as their guide only last year’s bud- 
get which had passed in the Union with- 
out a word of discussion. In going over 
the different items, he said that while the 
general fund reserved to the Council might 
seem large, he thought it necessary that 
a substantial sum be reserved. The ex- 
penditures on,men’s hockey and basketball 
‘would depend Jargely on the kind of teams 
produced, and if good teams; it was the 
hope that sufficient money could be held 
in reserve to send them as far as possible. 
He approved of the expenditure on bleach- 
ers in the gymnasium, and believed this 
capital investment to be a good way to 
hand on the surplus received from last 
year’s Council. He appealed for ,a con- 
structive criticism of the whole budget, 
and said: that even if it were rejected the 
interest aroused would compensate for that. 
“Pip” Owen here stated that he had that 
morning received an estimate from the 
Bursar ‘that over $500 in fees had come 
to the credit of the Union since the bud- 
get had been prepared. 


John Cassels agreed with Mr. Teskey 
that a full discussion was very desirable 
and presentéd an amendment that $150 be 
given to the Rugby club out of the general 
fund. $520 had already been invested by 
the Rugby ‘club in equipment. It is esti- 
mated that this. equipment should last for 
at least four years, so that the use of 
these uniforms this year would cost $130, 
leaving a capital investment to be turned 
over to next year’s team to the value of 
$390. The Rugby club has however, itself 
earned $170, which not only pays for the 
use of the uniforms for the year, but also 
leaves a credit balance of $40. In the 
face of these facts, he argued, no one 
could claim that Rugby was getting too 
much this year, or dispute their right to 
ask for more. The question then would 
naturally arise as to where the $150 is to 
come from. With the $500 general fund 
allowed for in the hudget, plus the $500 
extra fees just now announced, and the 
$200 capital expenditure on bleachers, with 
the $100 which the Year Book committee 
owes the Council, and a possible $50 from 
the gate receipts, a general fund in the 
hheighborhood of $1,850 emerges. This then 
would be the logical place from which to 
take the $150. The speaker believed that 
the splendid showing made by the team 
this year justified such an expenditure and 
appealed for the support of the amend- 
ment, even though its passage would mean 
that the whole budget would be rejected 
and the Council would have to reconsider it. 


Stewart Dawson seconded. the amend- 
ment, and stressed the necessity of keep- 
ing the team together for another two 
weeks. He thought the boys deserved the 
trip to Saskatoon, which the $150 would 
help to pay for. 

Mark Levey was of the opinion that all 

the expenditure on bleachers should not be 
made this year, and suggested that the 
payment be spread over a number of years, 
so that the “coming generations” should 
also pay something towards their cost. He 
criticized the Council for showing no ex- 
penditure for rugby at all when as a mat- 
ter of fact $350 had been taken out of 
this budget for rugby equipment. He was 
of the opinion also that the $1,300 which 
the Council would have at their disposal 
for expenditure for general purposés was 
entirely too large. It amounted to about 
one quarter of the total amount distributed 
among the different clubs. He urged a 
hearty support of the amendment. 
* Parney in reply to Levey’s criticisms in 
regard to the bleachers, pointed out that 
a loan from Dr. Tory had been secured 
for building the bleachers at the stadium, 
on the understanding that $200 of this be 
paid back this year. In order to do this 
a percentage off the gate receipts is to be 
collected while those in the gym, if financed 
by the Union itself, should not require 
such a percentage. 

Mr: McAllister here explained that the 
general fund was for the protection of 


the Council to meet emergencies and to 
provide also for incidentals. He also apolo- 
gized for the fact that the rugby allotment 
was not shown in the budget. This money 
had been voted last spring, and it was an 
oversight on his part that it was not shown 
here. He favored the financing of the 
bleachers in jthe gym this year, drawing 
the attention of those opposed, to the fact 
that the increased seating capacity would 
pay for these bleachers fis year. In re- 
ply to a question from r. Whitford he 
stated that the $1,300 in the general fund 
could be spent by the Council without ref- 
erence to the Union, but added that should 
any large expenditure become necessary, 
that it would first be ge sr before the 
Union for decision. 


Joe O’Brien then followed with a further 
criticism of the appropriation for the 
bleachers. He held that it was poor busi- 
ness to pay for that, all at the expense of 
one year, whereas if it were spread over 
a period of five years the cost each year 
would be in the neighborhood only. of about 
$50. He also was of the opinion that it 
was an injustice that men’s athletics should 
bear the whole brunt of this expenditure 
when women’s athletics would also benefit. 
The proportion of registration this year 
according to sexes, he said, was something 
like four men to one woman, but this pro- 
portion was not being maintained in the 
grants to the two athletic . organizations. 
“While mere man must indeed be brave to 
attempt to criticize the -expenditures of the 
women’s departments, yet Joe ventured 
a number of other tactful assaults on that 
stronghold, 


Miss Olive Caldwell aroused by these 
reflections on her. sex, took ‘issue with 
Mr. O’Brien and proceeded to deal with his 
arguments in a very destructive manner, 
and apparently vindicated her position, for 
no one seemed disposed to continue the ar- 
gument. 


Clarence Campbell believed | the reserve 
fund to be too large and reminded the 
meeting that last year although no fund 
had been laid aside, the Council] had a fund 
of $500 to their credit by Christmas time. 
In reply to this the President stated that 
last year by a system of bookkeeping the 
reserve fund had really amounted to $900. 


Angus MacDonald here startled the aud- 
fence by a vigorous attack upon The Gate- 
way.” He severely criticized the liberality 
with which copies of this publication were 
distributed, and stated that if The Gate- 
way, like its Saskatchewan contemporary, 
The Sheaf, could put out a six page paper 
for $1.50 yearly, there would be enough 
money to build all kinds of bleachers. He 
inquired why an estimate from The Gate- 
way was not presented and asked also as 
to the surplus from last year. He said 
he anticipated that a flood of explanatiors 
and oratory would follow his remarks, and 
he was very nearly correct for three editors- 
in-chief immediately accepted his challenge 
and proceeded to set him right again about 
the facts of The Gateway, while Mr. Levey 
very dramatically congratulated him on the 
fact that “at last they were asking ques- 
tions about the paper.” 


John Cassels in closing the debate said 
that with the information now at hand of 
the additional $500 credit, there was no 
reason why rugby should not be granted 
their request, while a reconsideration of 
the whole budget was now imperative.: 

On the amendment being ‘put to a 
vote it carried almost unanimously. The 
meeting then adjourned until 4.80 when 
President McAllister announced that the 
budget would again be considered. 


Mid-day Council Meeting. 

The budget. having been referred back 
to the Council by the Students’ Union on 
an amendment to the motion by the treas- 
arer that the budget as presented, be ac- 
cepted, the Council met immediately after 
the Union meeting Monday to reconsider 
the money estimates for the year. : 

The wishes of the Students’ Union as 
expressed in the meeting were respected, 
and $150 immediately voted to the Rugby 
club on..the .motion of “Pip” Owen, the 
amount to be taken, from the general fund 
of the Students’ Union for that purpose. 

A motion by the president of the Lit- 
erary Association that the Glee club, the 
Orchestra, and the Dramatic Society each 
have their estimates increased by fifty 
dollars, was amended to delete the words 
“and the Dramatic Society” from the 
original motion, and the amendment car- 
ried. 

A motion by Hugh Teskey to cut the 
amount allotted for bleachers to one-quar- 
ter of the original estimate, in accordance 
with the seeming wishes of the Union, 
went abortive for lack of a seconder. 

It was suggested by “Slippy” Barclay 
that if the general motive of the Students’ 
Union was to cut the amount allotted to 
the general fund of the Students’ Union, 
then the Basketball club could very well 
do with more money. °Considerable dis- 
cussion followed in which the general feel- 
ing seemed to be that a large sinking fund 
was desirable, especially after the unfor- 
tunate experience of three years ago when 
the Council upon taking up its work in the 
fall, found a debit balance upon its books

FOURTH YEAR 
MEDS ORGANIZE 


Members Decide Will Be Solely 
For Study of Medical Prob- 


lems—Unique Plan 


The fourth year Medical students 
at an enthusiastic meeting held on 
Friday, Oct. 26, decided to organ- 
ize with the object of promoting the 
study of scientific medicine, with 
special mention to the particular 
problems met with in the fourth 
year. Mark Levey was the unani- 
mous choice of the meeting for the 
presidency of the new organizatign, 
while ‘Chub’ Charlesworth was 
elected secretary. Dr. Pope is the 
Honorary President. 

President Levey, on taking the 
chair, outlined what he considered 
to. be. the objects of such an organi- 
zation. He believed that it should 
exist for no social purpose whatso- 
ever, but for the advancement pure- 
ly of the knowledge of medical 
science within the class. He advo- 
cated semi-monthly lecturés in the 
evenings from doctors from the fac- 
ulty and over-town, who would ad- 
dress the members of the class on 
subjects having a direct bearing on 
the work being done in the fourth 
year. These would be followed by 
discussions of the lecture along the 
lines adopted at medical association 
meetings. 

These - proposals met with the 
heartiest approval of the class, and 


it was decided that the meetings be } 


held on the second and fourth Mon- 
days of every month. Fifth year 
students will be welcomed to the 
meetings, and it is possible that an 
invitation will also be extended to 
the third year students in the fac- 
ulty to attend. 

The lectures and _ discussions 
should be of very material assistance 
to the students of the fourth year 
in their work, and they are all look- 
ing forward to a very profitable ses- 
sion. This is the first organization 
of its kind in the University, and its 
progress will be watched with con- 
siderable interest by the rest of the 
student body. The class has a mem- 
bership of about thirty-five. 


lars. It was felt that the work of the 
Council included the careful oversight of 
expenditures and that a large general fund 
should be insisted upon as one of its poli- 
cies. 
Union was of a different opinion, a vote 
of lack of confidence from that body would 
be quite in order. 

George Parney, president of the Basket- 
ball club, mentioned the fact that there 
was nothing to prevent a club asking for 
more money if the purposes of the ex- 
penditure justified itself to the Council.

John Cassels 
expressed himself as strongly in favor of 
the creation of a reserve fund for the Bas- 
ketball club, but the president pointed out 
that this reserve would be more secure 
in the genera] fund of the Union where 
expenditures would have the supervision 
of the Council. 

The budget as reconsidered and amended 
was passed by the Council. 

Afternoon Session of the Union 

The second session of the Students’ 
Union meeting commenced at four-thirty 
with a fairly representative gathering, al- 
though not quite as large a crowd as had 
been present in the morning. The new 
draft of the budget which had been drawn 
up in the mean time by the Council, in 
the light of the criticism received in the 
morning, was presented to the meeting. 
The alterations were as follows: (1) The 
Rugby club received $150.00; (2) The Or- 
chestra and Glee club received an increase 
of $50.00 each; (8) The General Fund re- 
ceived an increase of $250.00. 

In opening the meeting President Mc- 
Allister explained that the General Fund 
although it still appeared quite large, was 
justified on three grounds. In the first 
place, since the unfortunate experience 
three years ago when a Council had failed 
to keep a. general

Among the, an- 
cients Homer, Demosthenes, Cicero, 
owed their vividness to this charac- 
teristic in their writings. This same 
clearness is one of the chief charac- 
teristics of French literature. Even 
early writers such as Rabelais are 
seen to employ this style. This is | 
true of writers in each century. In 
the seventeenth there is Fenelon and 
La Fontaine, Bossuet. In the eight- 
eenth century the trait was not so 
predominant. Passages were read 
from Voltaire where the descriptions 
were vague. In contrast to the real- — 
istic pictures drawn by the other 
writers. In the nineteenth century 
Chateaubriand Flaubert again show- 
ed the trend of realistic writing in 
contrast to George Sand who be- 
longed to the idealistic school.

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REGARDING THE BUDGET 


The students who voted for the rejection of the 
original draft of the budget on Monday may flatter 
themselves upon the fact that they had a share in 
that unprecedented decision. The practice of pass- 

_ ing the annual budgets without amendment has been 
followed so consistently in the past that it was be- 
coming a habit and the presentation of the draft by 
the Council was in danger of beeoming a mere for- 
mality. The very decided expression of opinion by 
the assembled members of the Students’ Union on 
this vital question may prevent the decay of a right 
which lies at the. basis of responsible government, 
‘and may set a new precedent which will guide future 
student bodies to a fuller appreciation of their pre- 
vileges. - 


* * * 


In thinking of the budget discussion which has 
absorbed so much of our attention during the past 
week we should remember that in voting on the ex- 
penditures, of our student government we are exer- 
cising a right which has great historic significance. 

For centuries the struggle for democracy centred 
in the contest between the government and the people 
for control of the finances and today the fact that 
our representatives in Parliament hold the purse 
strings is the best assurance we have of responsible 

government. Not only can they limit the expenditure 
of the eexcutive but they can direct their whole policy 
of administration. Similarly in our miniature state 
the time when public opinion can be most effectively 
brought to’ bear on the Council is at the time when 
the budget is being discussed. 


In the past this opportunity has been too often 
neglected. Surely it is a disgrace to any intelligent 
student body to have it recorded that at the largest 
meeting last year the budget passed without a word 
of discussion, indicating that out of the eight hun- 


' dred members of the Union not one had given the 


matter enough thought to have the slightest sugges- 
tion to offer the Council. .

The McAllister government is to be complimented 
on the encouragement they have given to a thorough 
discussion of the financial arrangements. By: prompt 


_ action after the Council meeting they got the figures 


published in The Gateway and they have exerted 
themselves in other ways to stimulate interest among 


the students as a whole. 


The Rugby Club has also done a good deal to 
stir up discussion. Although their motives may not 
‘have been entirely disinterested they deserve the 
thanks of the student body for the example they set 
in dissecting the budget and ferreting out discrep- 
ancies.

The fact that the budget as first drafted by the 
Council fell short of the final estimate of Student 
Union funds by over $500.00 led to a state of affairs 
which to an outsider would certainly appear ridi- 
culous. After the discovery of these additional funds 
the budget as presented to the Union was no longer 
the one which had been passéd by the Council and 
the increase in the general fund threw it so dread- 
fully out. of proportion that not even the members 
of the Council could be expected to approve of it. 
It is unfortunate that the correct estimate was not 
‘available when the executive discussed the matter 


_ first, particularly as the original figure turned to be 


so far astray. The Gateway would recommend that 
in future the presentation of the financial estimates 
be postponed till a reasonably accurate statement of 


our income is available. 
- * * * 


In spite of the very strong opposition to the ex- 
penditure from current, funds upon bleachers in 
the gymnasium, the final budget sanctioned this ex- 
penditure. In the opinion of The Gateway the argu- 
ments advanced against this expenditure are perfectly 


_ sound and the exponents of a.sounder business prin- 


ciple did the Union a service in presenting their case. 
Under the circumstances, however, we believe that 
no great harm is done in charging them to this year’s 
account. The prospects for basketball being exceed- 
ingly bright, the bleachers will probably pay for them- 
selves this season. Besides we have a large general 
fund upon which there appear to be no more legiti- 
-mate claims. Finally, if we regard the expenditure 


in permanent equipment as the equivalent of a sur- 


plus in cash at the end of the year, this will partly 
counterbalance the sum which was carried forward 
in the spring. The item of $215.00 is a compara- 


- tively small matter, but we should plan far enough 


ahead to meet larger demands in an adequate way. 
In this connection the policy of setting aside each 
year a definite amount for a permanent sinking fund 
might be profitably considered. 


* * * 


The general policy of leaving a large general fund 
_at the arbitrary disposal of the Council is not con- 
sistent with our general policy in student finances. 
While it is recognized that it must have a margin 
for incidental and unforeseen expenditures, the effect 
of having too large a reserve can only be laxity in 
administration.’ Unless the Council can show from 
their plans (as other executives are required to do) 
that they can make good use of the money it should 
be allotted to other activities. This year the probable 
requirements of basketball justify a considerable re- 
serve and since we have President McAllister’s as- 
surance that the Union will be consulted on major 
expenditures the present allotment will pass as satis- 
factory.

The idea was to get the 
British definition of an amateur ac- 
cepted, that is, enable a man to be 
pro. in one line of sport and ama- 
teur in another. 


The advantages in this are per- 
haps great, but apparently the dis- 
The day 
will probably come when the west- 
ern provinces will form their own 
governing body, as in the United 
States, but we are not old enough 
yet. 


However, one important change 
was made, the northern division be- 
ing, given its own registration com- 
This body will be in closer 
touch with the amateur athletes of 
the north and will be better able 
to judge the pros and cons of any 
case of suspension. 

Any athlete suspended now has to 
wait until the Dominion meeting to 
get his suspension cancelled, so 
watch out, anyone who plays in a 
baseball tournament for a money 
prize. No prize is to be given or 
exceed ° the 
amount of the expenses of a team 
in such a tournament. 


Any physical drill instructor may 
now obtain his amateur card, even 
though he is paid, so long as he does 
not take part in that branch of 
sport he is directing, for at least a 
year. This also applies to paid ref- 
erees, but a person so doing must 
notify the secretary of the Union. 

The University has one governor 
on the Alberta body, who holds of- 
fice for a year. The retiring gov- 
ernor, P. Owen, is succeeded by D. 
S. Simpson. Hither of these men 
will be glad to give any information 
regarding amateur activities or ama- 
teur cards. 

In the case of a team going away, 
it is as well to apply for amateur 
cards at least a week before going. 

A hope was expressed that the 
Varsity would assist in putting on 
the Boxing Eliminations this year. 
They were very successful last term 
and Varsity has a likely looking 
bunch of scrappers on the roster. 
There will probably be eliminations 
held in our own gym this year so 
the fans will have lots of chances to 
take part. 


In the realm of basketball things 
look very bright. Negotiations are 
under way, under the direction of 
Mr, Race, to put on a Dominion ser- 
ies. Another Dominion champion- 
ship would look good in this section 
of Alberta. é 

Mr. Race was appointed by Judge 
Jackson, late President of the A. A. 
U. of C., provisional chairman of 
the Dominion Basketball Associa- 
tion, which was a well deserved 
honor. There is no doubt that under 
his able direction things will soon 
be moving.

BUDGET RATIFIED 


(Continued from page one) 


themselves at the end of the year with a 
deficit, it has been recognized as the only 
sound policy. In the second place, we 
received _a surplus from last year and 
should do something to pass on to the next 
government. In the third place, if any 
teams win local championships which 
would entitle them to play off for further 
honors we should have a fund upon which 
they may draw if their trips are approved 
by the Union, In conclusion he said that 
whenever it was practicable large expendi- 
tures would be discussed in the Union 
meeting, but that if the students felt that 
they could not trust the Council with the 
ordinary expendiures from the general fund 
they should pass a vote of want of con- 
dence. 

The revised budget was moved by “Pip” 
Owen and seconded by John Cassels. 

Albert Rudd re-opened the debate upon 
the “bleachers question.” He argued that 
it would be a much more business like 
policy for the Union to pay $50.00 of the 
cost this year and spread the rest over 
several years, since the succeeding classes 
will benefit as much as the present. 


Wilf Wees replied by pointing out that 
we could afford to spend the $215.00 this 
year and that the increased attendance 
at the basketball games this winter will 
bring in receipts sufficient to cover the en- 
tire expenditure. A 

Mac Millard drew attention to the fact 
that although the bleachers were charged 
to Men’s Athletics, the basket-ball club 
was the only one which would benefit and 
he said the money which could be released 
by proper financing of the bleachers should 
be distributed among the five other athletic 
clubs. Accordingly he introduced an 
amendment “that the sum of $215.00 for 
bleachers be taken from the budget and 
arrangements be made to spread this ex- 
penditure over a number of years.” 

This amendment was seconded by Albert 
Rudd. 

Hugh Teskey opposing this amendment 
emphasized the fact that we can afford 
to put these up this year whereas next 
year we may have a number of champion- 
ship teams to support. 

Marjorie Bradford expressed her concur- 
rence with Mr. Teskey’s views and re- 
minded the students that we are benefitting 
from many improvements left by our pre- 
decessors. We should therefore play our 
part willingly as benefactors of the future. 


The debate on the amendment was con- 
cluded by Mac Millard who accused the 
Council of inconsistency in defending the 
general fund when the Rugby club asked 
for money and now allowing money to be 
tied up unnecessarily in these bleachers. 

The amendment was defeated. 


L. S. Turcotte asked if the estimate from 
Mr. West included the fees of the first 
year Agriculture students who will be com- 
ing in at the beginning of the month. 

Jack McAllister replied that it did not. 
He explained that whatever extra fees 
came in would be added to the general 
fund, 

The budget was 
passed. 

The president then introduced the ques- 
tion of initiation which crops up annually 
about this time. He outlined the proposal 
which Dr. Tory had made to the Council 
at its last meeting, namely, that a day be 
officially set ae each fall when lectures 
would be called off in order that a com- 
bined track meet and initiation program 
might be put on. This day would be called 
University day and could be made one of 
the red-letter,days of the year.

To center the discussion of this extreme- 
ly difficult question Mark Levey moved 
“that the Students’ Union put itself on 
record as favoring President Tory’s pro- 
posal to the Council, which is, in general 
terms, to have in future a general Univer-

sity Field Day incorporated in the Calen- 
dar provided that Men’s Initiation takes 
place on the same day.” 

This motion was seconded by 
Addinell. 

Hugh Teskey declared that the general 
opinion seems to be that the Track Meet 
was a decided success while the Initiation, 
was certainly a failure and that the ten- 
dency seemed to be for initiation to deter- 
iorate from year to year. Therefore he 
moved an amendment that “all. forms of 
initiation at the field meet be under the 
supervision of the Council.” 

This amendment was seconded by 
P. D. Clarke who stated that in his opinion 
the supervision by the Council would take 
all the “kick” out of the initiation and 
contended that it should be left entirely 
to the Sophomore Class. 


Rosenthal then presented the point of 
view of the Freshmen who are looking for- 
ward to vengeance upon next year’s class 
and claimed that if their hands were tied 
next year a great deal of joy would be 
taken out of their lives. 

Jack McAllister expressed the opinion | 
that initiation should not be regarded as a 
means of appeasing the desire for ven- 
geance but as a course of instruction for 
new students in the traditions of the Uni- 
versity. t ‘ 

Albert Rudd spoke in favor of the pro- 
posal to alter the present form of initiation 
and after discussing the advantages of 
having a special day set aside for the 
ceremony he moved an amendment which 
was not. seconded. 

George Parney pointed out that there 
is some good and some bad in the present 
initiation and in order that we might pre- 
serve the good and get rid of the bad 
more careful consideration was necessary. 
Therefore he moved that the motion be 
tabled. This was seconded by -D. P. Skau- 
son. 

Mark Levey pointed out. that the super- 
vision of the Council was not necessary in 
this case as it had been in the case of 
the over-town parades, because outsiders 
held the whole University responsible for 
the parades. Mr. Teskey’s amendment 
was intended merely to protect the Track 
Heet from clashes with the Soph program, 
so it would be well to reconsider the ne- 
cessity for introducing this amendment. 

Hugh Teskey admitted that his inten- 
tion was to protect the Track Meet from 
the irresponsible actions of the Sophs on 
initiation day. 

The original motion, the amendment, and 
the motion to table the matter were then

read by the secretary, George Bryan. The 
motion to table it carried. 
Jack McAllister then announced that 


smoking in the halls is forbidden, and that 
in arranging dates for student functions 
the executives should consult the schedule 
committee. 

A proposal was introduced by D. P. 
Skauson that the president of the Union 
be made the chairman of a committee of 
three to approach the local passenger 
agents with a view to securing reduced 
rates for students at Christmas. The other 
two members of the committee were to be 
elected by the Union. The motion was 
seconded by “Pip” Owen. 

L. §S. Turcotte supported this motion 
pointing out that since conventions of var- 
ious societies could get reduced rates the 
students ought to get some concessions 
also. The motion carried. Skauson and 
Parney were elected to the éommittee. 


The meeting then adjourned.
